CHINA. 
PEKING. 


The Peking Gazette of December 15 contains Imperial de- 
crees which confirm the report that has been lately current of © 
a success obtained by the troops under Tso Tsung-tang over the 
Mohamedan insurgents in Kansuh ; and it turns out that the 
achievement is no less than the capture of the city of Suh-chow, 
in the extreme north-west of Kansuh, which has for ten years 
past been in the hands of insurgents. It is the last remaining 
stronghold hitherto occupied by the Mahomedans “ within 
the wall,” and its recovery therefore is deservedly a matter of 
high importance to the Imperial Government. Tso Tsung-tang’s 
memorial relates that he arrived in person before Suh-chow 
during the month of October last, and took the supreme 
direction of affairs. Repeated assaults were delivered at 
intervals during the early part of the month, and at length 
on the 24th a lodgment was effected, after some hard fighting, 
upon the city wall. On the 4th November the insurgent leader 

sze gave himself up. A few days later he and other of the 
leading insurgents were put to death, after being solemnly re- 
minded of their crimes by Tso in person ; and at the same time 
various bands of prisoners were indiscriminately slaughtered. 
The troops, to quote from the Imperial decree, ‘thereupon en- 
tered the city, and massacred the Mussulman inhabitants down 
to the last man. Thus truly are Heaven’s vengeance accom- 
sci and the feelings of humankind assuaged” For this 
rilliant success the Viceroy Tso Tsung-tang receives his nomi- 
nation to the Cabinet as Aieh-pan-ta-hio-sze, and he is also raised 
by a step in the hereditary peerage. Honours are likewise 
showered on his military colleagues and subordinates, 


What effect this victory will have in relieving the Chinese 
Government. of anxiety owing to the Mahomedan insurrection 
on the north-west frontier] remains to be seen ; and it will pro- 
bably influence but slightly the movements of the Ataligh Ghazi 
or the Tunganis further north. From recent (Gazettes we learn 
that the important city of Hami has been besieged and is still 
harassed by a body of the Mahomedan insurgents from Shen-si. 
As regards the actual limits of China proper, however, the Im- 
perial Government may now boast that it is absolutely free from 
organised rebellion. 


A printing-oftice has recently been opened in connection with 
the Peking College. It is now chiefly occupied with a voluminous 
History of the Taiping and Nienfei Rebellions. It has also in 
the press a work on Chemistry by Professor Billequin. Prince 
Kung has visited the establishment and expressed himself as 
much pleased with the new method of book-manufacture. 
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SHANGHAI. :

Jan.; the French mail from London Nov. 7 arrived out on 
the 28th Dec. The following items of news are from the Vorth 
China Herald :— 


The recent discussions regarding the )Bund frontage have led 
to the resignation of five members of the French Municii 
Council—so that a previous vacancy, and the absence of Dr. 
Galle in Europe, leave Mr. Wheelock at present the sole repre- 
sentative of that body. A notification by the Consul-General 
announces an election, to fill the vacancies, on the 5th January. 


: A number of interesting matters was as usual brought before 
the meeting of Treaty Consuls held on the 28rd Dec. The subject 
of the Woosung Bar was again raised, and it was resolved to 
keep the provincial authorities posted in all information on the 
subject. A general inability to take action in regard to the en- 
croachment on the river off the French Bund was again demon- 
strated. The Taoutai agrees to forbid the discharge of ballast 
into the stream from junks, which is so much gained, The pro- 
ject for a Lifeboat Institution, to which we have before referred, 
was brought up, and various minor points were discussed. 
Correspondence giving further details will be found elsewhere. 

The result of the polling for Chief and District Engineers by 
the Fire Company Delegates is as follows :—For Chief Engineer, 
Rohert MacKenzie, 27, or the full number of votes ; for No. 1 
District, C. J. Ashley, 27 ; No. 2 District, B. A. Clarke, 21, C. 
M. Donaldson, 6 ; No.3 District, A. Charrier, 15, H. Fitz 
Henry, 12. The appointments have of course to be confirmed 
by the Municipal Council. 


Native thieves have been giving a new direction to their 
energies of late, having paid special attention to mail matter. 
Several robberies of this kind took place a short time ago, and 
within the last week the Soochow regular mail has been plun- 
dered twice. The Chinese are in the habit of sending small 
specie remittances through the Post-office, and a mail bag no 
doubt affords a good many crumbs. The inconvenience to native 
merchants must be very great, and we hear that the advertising 
columns of the Shun-paw have been, in consequence, quite filled 
with notices of bills lost and cancelled. We should imagine that 
it would be a subject important enough to stir up the numerous 
native gunboats which line the Canal between this and Soochow. 

We are glad to note that the prospectus of a Lifeboat Institu- 
tion for China has been translated into Chinese, as a step to- 
wards interesting the natives also in the project. 

A. case in which a Chinese play-actor was brought before the 
Mixed Court on a somewhat complicated charge of improper 
matrimony—has, we are told, been decided by the Che-hsien 

_as follows :—The actor has been sentenced to and has received 
10) blows on the ankle, and is to be sent to his native province 
of Chihli ; while the girl has received 100 blows on the face for 
maintaining pluckily in Court that she liked her husband, and 
meant to stick to him. We hear that while he was in jail also 
the man was subjected to horrible torture—strung up a whole 
night by the thumbs and placed in a wooden collar which presses 
on the apple of the throat. The Chinese condemn the torture 
inflicted on the manas cruel, and it is said even the Taoutai has 
declared his sentence excessive.’ All concerned were Cantonese, 
except the actor. 


We understand that the plant necessary for printing the 
Evening Guzette, the publication of which has been suspended 
since the burning of the Ching Foong Printing-office, in Septem- 
ber last, has arrived, and that the paper is to reappear 
shortly after the New Year. 


Our Newchwang correspondent writes :—The river is full of 
ice and the weather beginning to get cold. Skating commenced 
some days ago. The thermometer last night (Fahr.) showed 
9$degs. St. Andrew’s Day was celebrated at Captain Man’s 
hospitable mansion on the 29th Dec. ; and although the speeches 
were not so lengthy as those I have seen sometimes reported, the 
pith and beauty of the sentiments expressed were quite equal to 
any that a good dinner can produce, 


The United States steamer Paulos has been towed into the 


harbour in a disabled condition, and is at present anchored off 


the naval yard.

A letter from this port says:—A native guard has been sent 
over to Kakchio, to protect property till after the Chinese New 
Year, This is not altogether unnecessary, as several depredations 
have been committed lately. Among other things there has 
Leen stolen a flag bearing the word Bethel, that used to be 
hoisted on Sundays over the room used as a chapel. I notice the 
arrival per Douglus of Mr. Kruger, of Messrs. Dricks and 
Kruger, and Vice-Consul for Germany.

P. and O. mail from London Nov. 28 arrived out on the 7th 
Jan. The China Mail supplies the following items of intelli- 

mce :— 

PAG extraordinary letter from Mr. John Paul appears in the 
Overland China Mail with reference to his missionary experience. 
Mr, Paul has been engaged in distributing books and tracts 
among the Chinese, and he has travelled about to various places 
for this purpose. He is doubtless a very energetic man, and is 
very zealous in what he believes to be a great work, but at the 
same time, his letter is of a most peculiar nature. It is so m- 
terlarded with quotations from the Bible and the Christian creed, 
coupled with denunciation of Mohamedanism and Roman Catho- 
licism, that it is a little difficult to appreciate the advantages 
which the Chinese population would be likely to derive from Mr. 
Paul’s efforts. 

Vice-Admiral Shadwell has received a letter from the Chair- 
man of the Hong Kong Chamber of Commerce, expressing the 
thanks of the Chamber for the heartiness with which the gallant 
Admiral has seconded their efforts to obtain a re-survey of the 
China coast. This communication was addressed to the Admiral 
in reply to his letter, enclosing an extract from a communication 
received from the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, in 
which it was stated that a vessel will in all probability be appro- 
priated next year for survey service in China. 

In the further hearing of the case of Landstein v. the King of 
Annam, in the Supreme Court, before Chief Justice Smale, an 
adjournment was decided on until next Friday ; Mr. Kingswell 
in the meantime to hand a copy of his argument to the other 
side by Tuesday week, and all evidence to be closed by Monday 
next. 

A sad accident, resulting in the death of Mr. Robert Banes, 
third engineer in the P. and O. Factory at West Point, took place 
on the 28th December. The deceased had gone to bed, as usual, 
the night before, but was found next morning dead in the com- 
pound below, having evidently fallen on his head from a parapet 
outside his room. The event has caused much regret, as Mr. 
Banes was very generally respected. 

The Hon. J. Gardiner Austin has resumed his duties as 
Colonial Secretary. 

Mr. H. J. Holmes and Mr. H. L. Dennys have successfully 
passed the examinations to qualify them for admittance as 
attorneys in the Supreme Court. 

THE ABOLITION OF THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE, 

Viscount de San Januario has issued in the Boletim do Governo 
a proclamation totally prohibiting the coolie trade from that 
ae on and after 27th March, 1874. The following is a trans- 
ation of the text :— 

No. 89. The Governor of the province of Macao and Timor and its 
dependencies, Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of 
his Most Faithful Majesty in China, Japan, and Siam, etc., etc. 

In obedience to the orders from his Majesty's Government, the fol- 
lowing is enacted :— 

The Chinese emigration hitherto carried on in the port of Macao is 
henceforward prohibited. 

In conformity with the provisions of Article 83 of the Emigration 


Regulations, this determination shall be complied with within three 
months after this date. 


Let the competent authorities take note and execute the present 
proclamation. 


Government House, Macao, 27th Dec., 1873. 


The Colonial Chaplain gave some interesting details of Church 
matters as far as regards the established Church in this Colony. 
The last census showed the total number of members of the 
Church of England to be 540 out of 757 British residents. Of 
this number 116 are communicants. With regard to the 
offertory the total receipts during the year were $1,305.53, of 
which $408.46 were for the Diocesan Home, $293.66 for the 
Choir, $196.79 for the Cathedral, and $256.12 for general pur- 
poses of which have been distributed $109.18 for church pur- 
poses, and $142 for charitable uses. The total sum of the 
offertory for 1873 was $400 more than for the preceding year. 
With regard to the Cathedral, he stated that exclusive of its use 
for military purposes, 198 services had been held, 93 sermons 
preached, 11 marriages solemnised, and 36 baptisms celebrated. 
Mr. Kidd also stated that the Sunday School, the Bible Class, 
and Prayer Meeting established under his auspices had been 
most successful. The names of 87 children had been entered on 
the Sunday School books, and some 60 were now in the School. 
Thanks were due to the ladies and gentlemen, who had given 
their services as teachers. 

The Russian corvette Vitiaz left for home, via the Suez Canal, 
on the 28th Dec. Before leaving she saluted the Russian Ad- 
miral and had her yards manned in a novel but effective style, 
the end men having flags, which they waved, keeping time with 
the cheering which they gave to and received from the various 
men-of-war in harbour. 

The British barque Eleanor Dicon was sold by public auction, 
and was bought by Manila merchants for the sum of five thou- 
sand dollars, 

A very excellent scheme is being carried out at the City Hall. 
It has been proposed to establish an Herbarium in the Museum, 
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and steps are being taken by the Superintendent of the Govern- 
ment gardens to that end. 

We learn that the incoming American mail will bring amongst 
her cargo about one hundred and eighty coffins, containing the 
remains of deceased Chinamen who died in Japan. About forty 
of them were amongst the unfortunate coolies who shared the 
FA. Palmer disaster, and about forty more perished in the 
burning of the P.M.S.S. America. These coftins are consigned 
to the leading Chinese here, who have petitioned the Govern- 
ment for some ground to erect a matshed wherein to temvorarily 
accommodate this remarkable consignment. 

In the Supreme Court Mr. Hayllar, the Acting Attorney- 
General, made an e¢ parte application to have the name of Mr. 
Francis removed from the rolls of the Court, to practise as an attor- 
ney, proctor, &c., in this Court. Mr. Hayllar had receivedan affi- 
davit from him wishing to be removed from the rolls, The Act- 
ing Attorney-General also mentioned that there was an error in 
the affidavit as to the date of Mr. Francis’s admission ; it was 
put down as 1570, whereas it should be 1869. The application 
was granted, 

A confirmatory meeting of the shareholders of the Union In- 
surance Society took place on the 29th. There were present 
Messrs. Pyke (in the chair), 8. D. Sassoon, Lowcock, André, 
Karber, Hon. J. Whittall, Capt. Cairns, Hon. P. Ryrie, Joost, 
and Ede. The special resolutions brought forward at the last 
mecting, with reference to the formation of the reserve fund and 
the consequent change in the articles of association of the society, 
were confirmed on the proposition of Mr. Pyke, seconded by 
Mr. André. 

In the Supreme Court on the 5th the Acting Attorney- 
General, Mr. Hayllar, moved for the admission on the rolls of 
the Supreme Court of Mr. Wm. Mossop, a solicitor at Dublin, to 
practise in Hong Kong as a solicitor, proctor, and attorney. The 
usual aftidavits of identification having been put in, the applica- 
tion was granted. Mr. Kingsmill observed that Mr. Mossop had 
brought him excellent introductions, one being from a former 
member of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.’s tirm at Foochow. 

Of the passengers that were to leave in the Meguliu, De- 
cember 30, six young Chinese females were withdrawn. They 
were evidently intended for an improper purpose, and as they 
could not satisfactorily account for the object of their emigration 
the authorities prohibited their leaving. We understand that 
in consequence of the evil practice of substitution adopted by 
certain Chinese, native women emigrating to Singapore and 
other places are required to present themselves before the Re- 
gistrar-General to have a stamp put to their names, so that those 
who pass the emigration officer not bearing this stamp may not 
be allowed to leave. 

The prosecution against Captain E. R. Warsaw and Captain 
Freeman for bringing over more Chinese coolies than the law 
allows has terminated adversely to the Pacific Mail Company. 
The penalties are so heavy that the Company plead for a re- 
mission of the fines, with what result has not yet been ascertained. 

H.M.S. Jron Duke left for Bangkok on the 30th December. 
H.M.LS. Rinaldo is under orders to proceed home. Sub-Lieut. 
Master, 80th Regiment, has, we hear, sent in his papers resigning 
the service. 

The American ship Cashmere, from Newcastle (N.S.W.), re- 
ports had a fine passage until November 6th, when, in lat. 19 N. 
and long. 151.30 E., experienced a very heavy gale, commencing 
at E.S.E., going through north, and blowing with typhoon vio- 
lence, lasting twelve hours, and ending at W.N.W. During the 
gale carried away our rudder and blew the lower main topsail 
and storm staysail (under whicb we were laying to) out of the 
boltropes. November 7th, moderate somewhat, but still blow- 
ing hard, and lasting twelve days, during which time could do 
nothing towards rigging a jury rudder ; ship under lower main 
topsail and storm staysail and perfectly wunmanagable. Got a 
drag out to keep her to the wind and found it of little service. 
On the 19th November, weather better, wind moderate N.E. ; 
rigged and fitted a jury rudder and made for Guam, where we 
arrived on November 23rd. Got timber and commenced to 
build a larger and stronger jury rudder than the one fitted 
at sea, but on 7th December, and before the rudder was 
finished, it commenced to blow a heavy easterly gale; the 
ship dragged both anchors with ninety fathoms of cable 
on each and drove out to sea. Left Mr. Ralph Brandon 
of New York (who was a passenger on shore at the time) behind. 
It continued to blow hard for two days, and the sea did not go 
down for a week sufficiently to allow us to get our rudder fixed. 
On Dec. 15 got rudder overboard and fitted it, and shaped our 
course for Hong Kong. On Dec. 21, wind N.E., increasing to a 
gale, carried away two of the hawsers with which the heel of the 
rudder was secured to the sternpost. Rudder sank and went to 
windward as the ship was drifting bodily to leeward. It hung 
by the remaining hawsers on the weather beam for five days til 
the weather moderated. On Dec. 24 got rudder on deck again 
and carefully refitted all the gear, fitting chain to the heel. On 
Christmas Day got the rudder over and fitted it to the sternpost 
again, and made another attempt to reach Hong Kong. Sent 
the pilot boat in for a steam-tug. The Fume came out at 1 P.M. 
of 4th Jan., and we arrived at the Union Dock buoy at 5 p.m. 
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SINGAPORE. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 15th Jan. ; the P. and O. mail 


from London Dee. 12 arrived out on the 15th Jan. The follow- 
ing items are from the Straits Times :-— : 


On the 31st Dec. H.E. Sir Andrew Clarke sent for Messrs. 
Thomas Scott, Dr. Little, and W. R. Scott, and read to them 
the despatch from the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
accepting their resignations as unofficial members of the 
Legislative Council. Sir Andrew, however, offered them all 
reappointments, which they accepted—so that our Council 
is now so far reconstructed. It is satisfactory to learn 
that the point for which the unofficial members contended 
has been gained, and that in future no measure against 
which they may protest, except such as may be ordered by 
the Secretary of State, will be put in force without giving 
the Secretary of State an opportunity of considering their objec- 
tions. There has been no meeting of Council, but the public are 
not, nevertheless, wholly in the dark as to the policy the new 
Governor intends to pursue. Not only has he shown a ready 
willingness to forward two urgently necessary municipal works, 
—the water supply and the drainage, which are now to be 
actually carried out,—but he has addressed himself earnestly to 
the settlement of the disturbances long existing in Laroot and 
Perak,—that have proved seriously detrimental to the trade of 
Penang. The measures already instituted to this end show that 
his Excellency has evidently mastered the details of his situa- 
tion, and we think he can scarcely fail to accomplish his object. 

The small steamer Johore, of very light draught, has been 
chartered, and has left for Penang, taking down Major McNair, 
Colonial Engineer, and Captain Dunlop, Acting Inspector 
General of Police, who will be followed early next week by the 
Governor in the Pluto. The Jron Duke, with the British Ad- 
miral, is expected here from Hong Kong on the 20th Jan., and 
we hear that a number of other gunboats and larger vessels of 
war are also under orders for Singapore, for the purpose of 
making a strong naval demonstration at Laroot and Perak. The 
object of the present mission is to endeavour to effect a recon- 
ciliation between the chiefs of Perak, and also to put a stop to 
the piracies which have become so rife in Laroot waters. ese 
piracies are due, we are credibly informed, to the fact that one 
Chinese faction in Laroot is being starved out by the other, and 
have recourse to row boats to forage for provisions. While the 
Government is addressing itself to the chiefs, it does not leave 
other means untried to restore peace in the disturhed territories, 
as we learn-that Mr. Pickering, the Chinese interpreter, has 
been sent down, and is now in Laroot endeavouring to effect a 
settlement of the Chinese disputes. The steamer Zuzon has 
sailed with rice and provisions for the Laroot miners, who are 
said to be in great want, and to bring to Singapore any of the 
miners who may desire to leave the country. 

The news from the seat of war in Atchin is conflicting, but we 
believe the Dutch official reports are mainly correct. The Dutch 
expeditionary force have captured a fortified mosque near the 
Kraton, or Sultan’s dionghold. which they held and were still 
fortifying at last accounts, and they had got their heavy guns 
in position and begun to shell the Kraton. There is no doubt, 
however, that the Atchinese are fighting desperately, and have 
proved themselves by far the most formidable foes the Nether- 
landers have yet had to contend with in this part of the world. 
H.M.S. Thalia has been to Atchin to convey a letter to the 
Sultan, and has returned to Singapore. The U.S. gunboat 
Yuntic, now here, also intends visiting the scene of operations, 

Recent events in Province Wellesly have placed the grievances 
of the planters in a very different light to that in which we have 
been accustomed to view them. tely, the planters, held an 
indignation meeting in Penang, and drew up a petition praying 
for increased medical assistance and sential’ accommodation in 
the Province for the benefit of their coolies. The Government 
responded readily to this, and three hospitals are to be established, 
under the care of Madras apothecaries. But the planters had 
also asked for an inquiry into the alleged ill-treatment of their 
coolies—and though the report of the Commission has not been 
made public, we understand enough was elicited to show that 
on some of the estates the covlies were very cruelly treated— 
while evidence adduced at coroners’ inquests and at the Police 
Court has resulted in the committal of three European managers 
and assistants for trial at the sessions on charges of culpable 
homicide, and, further, two of the three have been sentenced 
by the Province Magistrate to rigorous imprisonment, one for 
four and the other for three months, for beating their labourers. 

The criminal session here opened on the 6th and closed on the 
9th Jan., there having been only nine cases on the calendar, a 
fact that may, we trust, be taken as evidence of a decrease of 
crime. The Court has been engazed for the last three days in 
the trial of an important Admiralty case, arising out of a collision 
at sea between the German steamer /yeritu and the Siamese 
barque Adeance, some months ago. The steamer, which arrived 
from Europe on the 5th Jan., is still detained here for the exa- 
mination of witnesses, after which, we presume, she will be 
allowed to proceed on her voyage to China, 
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News has reached here of the stranding, onthe Alcestis Reef, 
Gaspar Straits, of the British ship Tamerlane, of Liverpool, tea 
laden, on a voyage from Yokohama to New York. The British 
steamer Jegalia, of 600 tons, has left this port in order to render 
assistance to the ship. 

On the 5th January the Governor and the Colonial Secretary, 
accompanied by Mr. W. H. Read as Consul for the Netherlands, 
proceeded on a visit to the Resident of Rhio.

PENANG. 

Our advices extend to the 17th January ; the P. and O. mail 
from London Dec. 12 arrived out on the 13th Jan. The follow- 
ing is from the Penang Gazette :— 

We hear that it has been determined by the British Govern- 
ment to proclaim a Protectorate over the territories of Salan- 
gore. No well-wisher to the Straits or man of common sense 
can gainsay the wisdom of this measure so far as it goes ; but 
it is, to say the most of it, only a half one. The time has 
arrived when, on the broad grounds of humanity, as the para- 
mount power in these waters, and in discharge of a sacred duty, 
the British should put a stop to the atrocities which the weak 
rule of the Malayan chiefs and the consequent anarchy existing 
in their territories have made so common of late. It is a stain 
on the honour of the nation and a standing disgrace on its fame, 
that life on the high seas between this and Malacca is not worth 
a moment’s purchase, and legitimate trade consequently is at a 
standstill, owing to the ravages committed hy the followers of 
“black flag.” The only cure for this state of things lies in either 
directly annexing the whole of the peninsula from the river 
Kreean to Johore, or the establishment of a protectorate over 
the same area. 

On the 30th December Mr. Joseph Smith, the manager of 
Tasek Estate, was arrested. It would appear that two of the 
coolies on the estate went before the Province Magistrate, Mr. 
W. E. Maxwell, and swore that a few days previous Mr. Smith 
had beaten a coolie to such an extent that the man had died in 
consequence. A warrant was immediately issued, Mr. Smith 
was incarcerated, and the body of the murdered man was ex- 
humed, and a post-mortem examination was held on it. The 
medical evidence given before the coroner proved that there were 
no marks of external or internal violence whatsover, whereupon 
the jury returned a verdict of “ died from unknown cause.” Mr. 
Smith was released on bail, and appeared before the magistrate 
on the 5th January to answer the charges laid against him by 
the two coolies. The Court however, considered that the verdict 
of the coroner’s inquest entirely exonerated Mr. Smith, so dis- 
missed the case. Mr. Smith immediately initiated proceedings 

inst the two coolies, who had sworn the information against 
him, for perjury, and they have been committed for trial at the 
ensuing sessions. 


Some time has now elapsed since the memorial from the 
planters was forwarded, asking for a commission to examine into 
the condition and treatment of the coolies ; and, so far as we 
have heard, no steps whatever have been taken by the Govern- 
ment in consequence of that memorial, nor has any reply been 
received. There is one part of the planters’ statement demanding 
such immediate attention that we cannot but express surprise at 
the delay. We refer to the medical arrangements. The Pro- 
vince Assistant Medical Officer having declined to attend the 
Estates’ Hospitals, there can be no doubt that the managers and 
coolies are placed in a painful position, and we venture to think 
that the Assistant Colonial Surgeon should at once be required 
to attend the Estates’ Hospital, of course at the expense of the 
planters, or, if his present duties are too onerous, that assistance 
should be at once given to him. 


A Chinese riot took place in Queen-street on the 7th January. 
The cause was a dispute regarding some money transactions in 
connection with emigration to Delhi. The police were on the 
spot in time to quell the disturbance before it reached serious 
diiuensiona: Six men were made prisoners, were tried, convicted 
and sentenced to various terms of imprisonment. The day fol- 
lowing a Chinaman got a most unmerciful beating on the 
Church-street Ghaut from some of the men concerned in the 
previous riot. Three of the assaulters were made prisoners, and 
were sentenced to three months’ rigorous imprisonment each. 


On the 13th January a fire broke out among the coals on 
board the Dutch ship Johanna Elizabeth, which came into this 
port the previous day. The harbour and police authorities were 
promptly on board, and the conflagration was got under ; later 
on, however, it broke out again, and it was found necessary to 
pa me vessel down to the south end of the harbour and there 
cuttle her. 
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IMPORTS. 


Hankow.—Business had been again unusually small, though a slight 
improvement in the demand for Grey Shirtings was noted, compared 
with the settlements reported for last English mail. The few sales 
reported had been principally in 84 Ibs., of common to medium quality. 
Of 10 Ibs. some 600 pieces had found buyers, but for light weights 
there was no inquiry. White Shirtings showed no alteration ; sales 
trifling. T-Cloths : 7 Ibs. of medium quality, were still the kind 
most in demand, at former rates. 8 lbs. in limited request. Drills : 
Transactions limited, at unchanged rates. Jeans: Little inquiry, and 
quoted slightly lower. Wovllens and Worsteds: Long Ells and Cam- 
lets had changed hands to the extent of about 300 pieces, but there 
was no business to report in Spanish Stripes. Figured Orleans : Business 
on the same restricted scale as before. Metals: Lead. No sales re- 
ported for the fortnight, and rates unchanged. 

SHaNGHAI.—Cottons : The intervention of the Christmas and New 
Year holidays had added to the dulness which otherwise would prevail 
at this time of the year. Buyers for Japan had taken off a fair quan- 
tity of 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings at unchanged rates, and local wants had 
been supplied from rejected or mildewed goods that seem to be always 
available. White Shirtings had been in no demand, but the low cur- 
rent values of 7 lbs, Mexican T-Cloths were attracting the attention of 
dealers, This class of goods would soon be in scason, and it was 
reasonable to hope fur some improvement on quotations. Drills, Jeans, 
and Sheetings had called for no special comment. Fancy Cottons : 
Demand was very tritling, and only low prices tempted buyers. 
Woollens : Scarlet Long Ells, owing to reduced stock, had further ad- 
vanced, though the sales reported were few ; other goods were dull of 
sale. Metals: No settlements reported. Coals: Market much de- 
preased for nearly all kinds, and little improvement expected till after 
Chinese New Year, as the natives were only buying for daily wants. 

Foocuow.—No sales reported. 

Hone Kono.—Business had been considerably interrupted by the 
usual Christmas Holidays, and the import trade generally was ata 
complete stand. The principal dealers had been out of Hong Kong 
for the holidays, and were only just returning. They had brought 
back very deplorable accounts of the depression of trade in the country 
districts, and it was regarded as not improbable that business would be 
very dull time until after the turn of the China New Year. 

Canxton.—Lead : At the moment there was no demand with con- 
sumers 3 quotation for L.B. $8.80 to $8.90, at which prices some 1,500 
pigs hed changed hands on foreign accounts. Quicksilver : There had 
been some inquiry, and offers were reported to have been made as high 
as $160 per picul, but without resulting in business. 

Batavia.—Owing to the reduced tariff only just coming into opera- 
tion, quotations for imported goods were as yet somewhat irregular, and 
sales had not been of sufficient extent to justify a full report. Demand 
generally was still very dull, and the clearances effected had been mostly 
for immediate requirements. 

SrxcarorE.— Messrs. Boustead’s report says : The arrivals with general 
cargoes are the steamers Leon and Consolation from Liverpool, and Egeria 
from London. A small business has been done in Piece Goods during 
the past fortnight, and the market closes quiet. Stocks of most descrip- 
tions being moderate, and shipments afloat not excessive, holders are 
not pressing sales, and prices remain firm. 

PENaNG.—There had been a moderate inquiry throughout the fort- 
night, and a fair business had been done in Grey and White Staples. 
There had been scarcely any alteration in quotations.

It is inex- 
plicable, but no less a fact, that in the face of this demand for fine size 
silks home buyers should have so readily taken Lingho, Hochow, and 
Songling Tsatlees of a flatcatcher nature and full and much mixed size 
in preference to Tsatlees from other districts, which have run more even 
and finer in size. It is astonishing that “ Ku Kee,” “ Blue Elephant,” 
and similar medium chops, which have so much deteriorated in quality 
and size, should be so readily saleable when far superior silk in every 
description is neglected. It is difficult to arrive at the wants of the 
home buyers, but experience leads one to suppose they prefer inferior 
silk bearing a known chop to superior silk bearing none ! 

Canton.—-Mesars. Deacon and Co.'s Report says:—80 bales were 
taken for the French steamer, and only 30 bales have since changed 
hands. With so limited a business passing and no change in quotations 
there is but little to chronicle concerning this article. Good Tsatlee 
of Nos. 1, 2,3 and 4 classifications has been inquired for, but at the 
moment only mixed staple appears to be obtainable, and as the season 
advances a marked deterioration is visible in the quality of stocks. 
Home advices are still of a disheartening nature, and no hope of a 
better demand at advanced rates is held forth.

MASSACRE OF CHINESE IN COSTA RICA. 

A correspondent of the Panama Star and Herald, writing from San 
José under date of the 10th inst., gives details of a massacre of Chinese 
in Costa Rica. It appears that on the morning of the 5th a row broke 
out in one of the camps of Messrs. Myers, Douglas, and Co., contractors 
for a considerable portion of grading, between the Chinese labourers and 
the chief of the camp, a Frenchman named Lafeychine. The cause of 
the row seems to have been that the Chinese refused to go to work in 
a fog, when the Frenchman, who appears to be an irascible person, 
commenced lashing them with his horsewhip, and indisereetly invited 
the native peons to assist him in bringing the recalcitrant Chinamen to 
their senses, The Chinamen met their adversaries with a vulley of 
stones, sticks, and other missiles, which drove thei off. Then they ran 
away from that camp and iade their way to the next one, where there 
was a larger number of their countrymen, and thence they despatched 
emissarivs to the next camp, still further beyond, to spread the alarm. 
The Chinese, reinforced in this way, were, to the number of about 300, 
preparing to mareh upon the camp where the trouble first broke out, 
when their old adversaries, headed now by Mr. Myers, principal of the 
firm mentioned, who had been hastily summoned frum a neighbouring 
village for this purpose, came upon and surprised them with a discharge of 
stones, running away, however, as fast as they were thrown. The Chinese 
rushed after their opponents, and overtook one of their number, a native 
named Alvarez, and him they belabonred to their entire satisfaction. 
The whites, who had meanwhile succeeded in reaching the camp houses, 
became frightened, leaving the Chinese in full possession of the field. 
Mr. Myers repaired to the adjoining town of Paraixo, where he sent a 
telegram to the Governor of Cartago asking for a body of troops. The 
Tequest was acceded to, and a force of thirty-five soldiers was despatched 
to Paraiso with orders to lay over there that night and proceed next 
morning to the cumps and quell the insurrection, The commander, 
Captain Chinchilla, and his men, after drinking too much, resolved to 
march towards the camp. Ata little after nine o'clock in the morning 
the end of the journey was reached, the civilians remaining at a safe 
distance, and the suldicrs advancing cautiously into the camp. They 
entered the huts of the sleeping Chinese and tired volley after volley 
upon the defenceless men, The Chinese, awakened by the noise of the 
rifles, leaped in the wildest disorder from their bunks. Somebody 
providentially shouted, * Cease firing,” but already six men had been 
killed and nine wounded. Five of the killed were Chinese and the 
sixth a Coolie, All of the wounded are Chinese. As soon as these 
horrible details reached San José, the Director-General of the road ap- 
pointed an official commission, composed of Mr. Mark J. Kelly and 
Don Jose M. Oreamuno, to investigate the affair, The report vf the 
coumuission is said to throw the responsibility for the killing of the 
Chinamen on the uffiver in charge of the trovups and to blame Mr. 
Myers for unmanly timidity. Captain Chinchilla is under arrest, and 
will be tried by Court-Martial. 
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The following account of the passage of the Sunfoo, Captain Clark, 
from Singapore, via Java tu Sydney, is given in the local paper. Capt. 
Clark reports :—° We left Singapore on the 18th November, passing 
through Rhio and Banca Straits, and arrived at Batavia on the 20th 
inst., from which port, after some delay, we proceeded on our voyage 
on the 24th. We passed through Sapoedie and Bali Straits, we then 
steered due east, passing south of the chain of islands extending to 
Ombay Pasaage, through which we passed on the 29th. The course 
was then shaped for Booby Island, which we made on December 4th, 
and we deposited the provisions sent by the authorities of Singapore 
in the eave provided for the reception of stores for shipwrecked ma- 
riners, leaving also a letter in the Post-office there informing the visitors 
of our arrival, and that the Sunfoo was the first of a monthly line of 
steamers between Brisbane and Singapore, adding suggestions in case of 
the shipwreck of any seaman. Having entered Torres Straits by the 
Prince of Wales’ Channel, we observed the Ipili Reef, mentioned in the 
book of directions as a ‘singular cluster of high rocks.’ The steamer 
then proceeded without any difficulty until darkness compelled us to 
anchor south of Albany Island. 

“ At dawn on the 5th we again procecded without the slightest diffi- 
culty, every island and reef being most accurately delineated on the 
Admiralty charts. We arrived off Cape Weymouth at 6.45 p.m., and it 
being imprudent to continue through the numerous reefs in the ab- 
sence of lights or beacons, we anchored for the night. At dawn on 
the 7th we again proceeded until dark, when we brought up off Flinders 
Group. Next morning, 8th, again weighed, and after passing Cape 
Tribulation we could congratulate ourselves that the difficulties of ‘the 
inner route were successfully overcome, as thence we were eidbled; 
with a good masthead look-out, to proceed full speed day and night, ; 

Captain Clark remarks upon the absence of gets li ‘ake upon’ this 
route, and points out various places where these, Ht aps ay tlects- 
sary. Speaking of the route generally he says tu~"With regard ‘to the 
route from Singapore to this, I may be perthitaed tb teriaenk that it will 
always commend itself, as the whole voyage a executed, in fine weather 
and smovth waters, more resembling rivey pilutage than ae Ravigation. 
The land is never out of sight, ahd ‘the ever-varying and pictaresque 
scenery relieves the moriotony. of’a ‘long* sea ‘VOyHiges It ik a touité 
adapted for families hd invalads, mid anyone who may wish om drrival 
at Singapore cap hag the. chaiog of any. of the pumeyouls line of ayeamery 
to India, Ghina, or Halo ; 
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Edward Island, South Africa, and the West Indies. In China the 
Shanghai Municipal Corps shot for $803. In India the Hyderabad Rifle 
Association held a meeting, in which the European and native regi- 
ments took a conspicuous part; 137 prizes, value Rs. 6,054, being 
offered ; at Calcutta, Rs. 4,090, in thirty-two prizes, was shot for; at 
Yokohama $215, in fourteen prizes, was contested, the natives taking 
an active part ; but none of them were sufficiently skilful to wrest the 
National Rifle silver medal from a Scotchman named Cameron, who 
made 52 points for it, out of a possible 60. 

THE EXPLORATION OF ToONKING.—A young lieutenant in the French 
navy, M. Delaporte, who about a year ago set out with several. othe! 
naval officers (among whom it is believed was Lieutenant; Garnier) on 
an exploring expedition up the river Tonking, has recently sent, home. 
a number of packing cases containing the resulta of his: researches. 
These, amounting to more than a hundred, have lately been deposited 
in the Cour Carée, of the Louvre. The expedition ‘started with the 
object of discovering whether a communication between China and-the 
Indian Ocean could not be opened ap bymeans of the Towking. Dyrmp 
his geographical and scientitic rdseatthes by de fd Kas Been‘edadbled 
to collect a large and importdit collection of artcidntanontmental rethains 
which he discovered on the banks of the Tonking and in its neighbour- 
hood.

demands have always been ours, the concessions: theirs. 
But during the last ten years both countries have made 
great strides in their knowledge of Western affairs. Our 
form of government and the political views of our fore- 
most men are, as well known m Peking and Yedo.as they 
are. in Bleet-street, and the wisdom and importance of 
having somé claim or claims, to urge in opposition to the 
concessions. which will be demanded of them, when the 
treaties shall be revised, are not likely to be lost upon the 
astute Tuwers of the two Empires. We are not therefore sur- 
prised to hear that the Japanese Government are prepared to 
tlaim the abolition of our ex-territorial rights, and that 
the statesmen at Peking have determined to press upon our 
Goverument the necessity of stopping the importation of 
opium from India: ‘We ‘are’ informed that the Chinese 
Govertiment}' after carefully calculating the consumption of 
the Indian drug in China, have estimated that forty million 
taels. are annually spent by natives in indulging in its 
fames. ' From a Chinese point of view the expenditure of 
80 large ‘a sum of the nation’s money on a practice which 
is believed by them to be highly prejudicial to the health 
of both the bodies and minds of its votaries without doubt 
establishes a grievance, and we may rest assured that they 
will make the most of it. Itis possible that in prosecuting 
this'claim they may gain the support of many in England. 
But. the matter is one of great financial as well as of moral 
importance, and it may be questioned if any Government 
would ‘be willing to forego so'large a portion of the income 
of India, to oblige a Government erhich has certainly shown 

no. disposition to meet our views on any given point.

“If we had insisted 
on the faithful fulfilment of the Treaty of 1860 most of 
the difficulties, the Audience Question included, which have 
since presented themselves would never have arisen, and it 
is much to be regretted that when the right of Audience 
has once been granted, the privilege aioekd be treated as 
an isolated concession, and not as a precedent: for:the:re- 
gulation of our future relations with the Chinese Court. =!

Owing to the manner in which the. accounts of the gp Ams 
heretofore been kept, and the official reports yearly certified to' and pubs 
barrassed in’ the 
discharge of so important a duty, and have been compelled to enter 
upon explanations that they would have preferred to have omitted. o/s 
The accounts of the company show no charge to ion account 
for a long period of years, while ‘the fact is well known that steamship 
deteriorates by at least ten to fifteen per cent. per annumtbe 
In the various official yearly statements furnished to the Legislattire 
and circulated in the public newspapers the actual cost of all the 
steamers owned by the company, without reference to their deprecia- 
tion, has been persistently adhered to, by which means the capital 
stock has been made to appear in an unimpaired condition, or as repre 
senting an actual value of $20,000,000, whereas the true value of the 
steamships, varying in age from twenty-two years to six, seven, and 
eight years, and representing on the books of the company-over 
examination and by a referenve:-af 
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the subject to well qualified experts, to have depreciated to less than 
one-quarter that sum. 

It is also distinctly apparent that the old side-wheel wooden steamers 
have not been used with any profit to the company, and that the sub- 
stitution of the iron propellers has become an absolute prerequisite to 
future success. 

With this conviction the company is devoting all its efforts to the 
introduction of this class of vessel. Large economies are certain to be 
effected by this change, and a confident reliance is placed upon greater 
productiveneas than has been enjoyed for a long period as svon as the 
fleet, consisting of cight first class iron screws, are fairly afloat’ and in 
the position required for the proper discharge of the duties of its ex- 
tended and important service. 

It ia proper to state that while the wooden side-wheel steamers be- 
longing to the company no longer constitute an available assct for a 
sum, perhaps, beyond that affixed upon it by the Board if offered for 
sale, many of the ships, however, for the present are available for the 
work of the company, and may have o greater value in their hands 
than can be found anywhere else. It will be the effort of the board 
to make them subserve the company’s objects until the new steamers 
are all in place. . 

In the matter of insurance the company has been its own under- 
writers; but no credit appears in the insurance account, while since 
August, 1872, five steamers have been lost, property charged in the old 
account as costing $1,763,492. 

The present board have devoted themselves to a heavy reduction of 
expense in all and every department of the company’s service, and 
while the present statement of its assets shows a considerable reduction 
in the value of the capital stock, the facts and figures have long existed, 
and have been at all times under the control of the stockholders, If 
they have failed to require from the managers correct and reliable data 
as to the actual condition of affairs they have only themselves to blame. 

The policy of the present board will continue to be exercised on the 
side of economy and efficiency, and they allow themselves to believe 
that by these processes the company will yet play an important part 
in the history of the steam marine of tho United States.

We have already had occasion to 
mark our appreciation of the service he performed when at 
Peking, by laying before home readers the daily habits and | 
customs of that peculiar people. In the handsome volume now 
before us he has wisely consolidated that work, and we trust that 
he will be well rewarded for the effort. The books on China and 
Japan are certainly numerous, not to say legion, but for the 
general public Mr. Simpson’s “ Journey Round the World ” is at 
Otice the most entertaining and instructive yet published. In 
carrying conviction there is nothing like a picture, and here we 
are enlightened and aided by admirable sketches of all the 
thost interesting places and objects as we follow the traveller 
through Italy, Egypt, the Suez Canal, the Red Sea, Ceylon, the 
Straits, Hong Kong, the Peihoand Peking being the conclusion of 
the outward ge, while homeward we have Japan, California, 
and the Modoc war. Our author is no-novice, having been pre- 
sent at the Crimehn war, the Indian rebellion, Aljyssinian cam- 
Balen, opening of ‘the Suez Canal, Mont Cenis Tunnel, and, lastly,

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ground as China and the marriage ceremonies of the Emperor. 
Verily no one of less knowledge could have had a chance of success 
among a people who hold the Emperor too sacred to be looked 
on by ordinary mortals, to say nothing of the “ foreign devil.” 
How all those difficulties were overcome by the aid of Mrs. 
Edkins is intensely interesting, and we can appreciate the cou- 
rage and determination of the author in accomplishing the mis- 
sion to sketch and describe the “ Marriage Ceremonies of the 
Emperor of China.” 

It required no ordinary nerve to hold fast to the fixed pur- 
pose, for sure are we that he must have encountered many a jeer 
at the utter absurdity of expecting to get such admission as 
would enable him to carry out the project. Knowing the diffi- 
culty, we have no hesitation in saying that Mr. Simpson has 
placed himself on a pinnacle of fame, and grievous indeed would 
it have been not to have put together in a connected form the 
results of such extraordinary tenacity and ability. 

The notes on Hong Kong and Shanghai are necessarily brief, 
as time pressed to be at Peking. Hong Kong is described as 
more worthy to be called the “City of Palaces” than Calcutta, 
an opinion which is fully confirmed by the photographs of Mr. 
Thomson, which we lately noticed. The author alludes to Li- 
hung Chang of Tientsin in a manner which would cost that 
worthy his head if the statement be true. Of the Shanse tem- 
ple, which serves both for theatrical and religious performances, 
the author says :— ; 


It belongs to the merchants from the province of Shanse, living in 
Tientsin, who meet about once a month and use the placo as a 
club, the temple and theatre being only necessary adjuncts. There are 
tables where they cat and drink and manage to combine friendship with 
business. A temple, a theatre, an exchange, and a club all in one is a 
strange combination to our Western ideas, but, when properly under- 
stood, it is a very good arrangement, and no doubt exactly suits the 
tastes and habits of the Shanse merchants. The place is kept in good 
order, delightfully clean, with plants and flowers all round. 


His description of the Mahomedan mosques is also very in- 
teresting. Here, ax throughout the book, we see the power of 
comparison which the author possesses by his multifarious ex- 
perience. His notes on the journey from Tientsin to Peking 
are full of interest, while to most travellers it is simply only, flat 
and muddy. Here is the entrance to Peking :— 


Imagine about sixteen square miles of tumble-down bricks, dirty 
earthen tiles, dusty or muddy thoroughfares, open stagnant sewers, 
and unlimited filth of every kind lying about, and you have a gencral 
and very correct idea of Peking. When you have looked at the great 
wall of the city from the outside, and passed through the high arch- 
way, which is impressive from its size, you expect to find a place 
of corresponding importance within ; but, on the contrary, you see only 
the beginning of a street, with low, one-storied miserable houses, in no 
way different from the villages you have passed on the way. It was 
certainly disappointing, but I hoped as we went along that we might 
sec something better. Our progress did not realise these hopes. There 
were the same unswept dirty streets or lanes, with dull walls on each 
side, the same low mean houses. The temples, monasteries, and 
similar buildings are only spots in this vast unsightly region, and do 
not affect the general conclusion. The Imperial Palace is certainly an 
exception ; but as it is within high walls, and no one is allowed to 
enter, it did not influence my impressions. 

The volume contains some 400 pages, is written in a light, 
pleasant style, and the type, paper, and general get-up are all 
that could be desired. The reader of this work will, at a 
trifling cost of time and money, acquire a knowledge of China 
and its people. In the event of a second edition, we may sug- 
gest that the spelling of some Chinese names be corrected ; we 
do not refer to the “ Pidgin English” or the parody on “ Ex- 
celsior.” The Rev. Joseph Edkins is not a “ Chinese missionary,” 
but a missionary of the London Missionary Society. 





‘Essays on Modern Military Biography. By Cou. C. CHESNEY.— 
‘As a rule, few books-have less attractiveness for the general 
reader than technical biographies—stories of the lives of men 
eminent to some extent, no doubt, but eminent only in one 
direction, wedded to one profession, and engrossed in pursuits 
separate and apart from the ordinary run of mankind. Such a 
volume as Col. Chesney’s, however, appeals to a wider range of 
‘sympathies, and is not by any means to be confounded with an 
‘ordinary class biography or set of sketches. It covers a large 
tract, both in regard to time and place. It presents us with an 
admirable sketch of a conspicuous Indian statesman, Lord Corn- 
wallis, who, without any extraordinary ability, yet effected a 
complete revolution in the Indian Public Service ; with excellent: 
essays upon French military character, and the great struggle in. 
the United States, where the conditions of war on a grand; 
scale were to the full as much displayed as in the recent Franco- 
German conflict on the Continent ; and it presents us also with a 
sketch—which, we doubt not, our readers in China will much 
appreciate —of the Engineer officer, Col. Charles Gordon, whose. 
brilliant military genius saved the Chinese Empire from disin-. 
tegration, and who has now succeeded Sir Samuel Baker in the, 
enterprising attempt to suppress slavery within the Nile regions. 
of Africa. It is with this last-mentioned sketch we have to 
dv, and we commend it with all heartiness to our readeyy!. 
attention. Mr. Wilson’s ag 


and unsatisfactory book, 
e' Hyver’ Victoribas Army,” is the peg on which “Col 
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Chesney hangs his essay upon “Chinese Gordon,” and we 

may affirm, without hesitation, that the few paves of this 
sketch contain more solid matter, and convey more ac- 
curate information about the hero, than can be found or ex- 

tracted from Mr. Wilson’s ponderous and bulky volume, which 
is crowded with winecessary verbiage and padding. Mar. Wilon 
ix so anxious to prove the inferiority of Europe to China, the 
saddening failure we have made of our attempts at civilisation, 
so anxious to impress us with the grand conceptions of Chinese 
philosophy, and the superioity of Chinese oflicials, that the great 
cumpaign he professes to record, and the military successes he 
undertakes to chronicle, pass almost out of sight, and seem at 
best “ but a pennyw orth of bread to all this sack.” We cannot 
but regrct that Col. Gordon’s journals did not fall into more con- 
scientious—albeit less practised—literary hands. Its very par- 
tiality sets the rcader against it at the outsct, and we have very 
little sympathy with “the partiality which praises all things 
Chinese, and condemns all things European. But Col. Chesney 

devotes few pages to Mr. Wilson, and hastens to portray the 
state of affairs which led to Gordon's assuming the command of 
the force with which he worked such miracles. The sketch 
of the country which formed the scene of operations is 
clearly and explicitly presented to the reader, accompanied 
by some interesting Marie respecting the composition of 
the Ever Victorious Army—a name, by-the-bye, which was 
given to the force asx soou as it had fought its first battle and 
gained its first victory under the brave but ill-starred adven- 
turer Ward, Colonel € hesney dwells, as it is natural a military 
biographer should, upon the movements and strategy of the cam- 
paign, the organisation of the force and its successive steps to- 
wards the investiture and « apture of the rebel strongholds, But 
we get also interesting glimpses of Gordon’s character, his feir- 
lessness and firmness, “his coulness and generosity, his ‘utter dis- 
regard of self, his almost Quixotic refusal of all reward, and 
above all, of his simple, manly, unaffected Christian chayacter, 
Free from everything like cant, yet with deep-seated religious 
convictions, it 18 most. refreshing and invigorating to find in 
an age of scepticism and general unbelief a y high- minded, culti- 
vated soldier, not ashamed to confess his faith in the creed of 
Christianity, but drawing from it inspiration and encourave- 
ment, like his compcers Stonewall Jackson, Hedley Vicars, and 
Henry Havelock. We yield to no man in our admiration of 
Col. Gordon ; we regard him as a true type of chivalrous man- 
hood, and if we cannot but regard his present mission under the 
Khedive of Exypt as partaking of a somewhat filibustering 
character, we are yet convinced that Col. Gordon is actuated by 
the highest of motives, and will come out of the campaign still 
stainless and without reproach, Col. Chesney’s essay is in- 
valuable as drawing attention to the character and career of a 
man who is destined yet, we hope and believe, to win a great 
and abiding place in the history of our own times and in the 
service of his country. 





e VEmigration des Chinois an Point de Vue des Interéts 
ices By Ep. Mapier pe Mostsau. Paris, 1873.—Esti- 
mated by the number of those who speak languages, the Chinese 
are the most important race in the world, and the English the 
second. In speculating on the future history of mankind the 
populousness of countries is an extremely valuable point. When 
countries are populous the people are usually increasing in num- 
ber, and are politically not on a descending scale, The Chinese, 
therefure, must in the coming age enact a most conspicuous part. 
The loftiest position in the future history of the world will be 
assigned to those races that are practical, that have a superfluity 
of population which throws itself off in colonies, and that are 
capable of founding among themselves stable political institu- 
tions, In these respects no race can compare with the English. 
The Chinese, perhaps, holds the next place. Certainly in power 
to emigrate in great numbers, and to hold their position in mew 
countries, these two races are foremost in the modern world. 
There are none to compare with them in the power of miultiply- 
ing rapidly, of self-government, of Amassing riches, aid of pet 
petuating their own type. Hear M. De Montjau on the 
Chinese power of self-govérnment in the new homes which they 
are now finding in every part of the world where there is a de- 
mand for labour, where and is cheap, and where commerce 
admits of new competitors. 

The Chinese, wherever they are, in great numbers or in small, forin 
a world apart, which suatains itself, keeps watch over its own members, 
chooses the most worthy ahd the most capable person to discharge a 
function, tr the exereixe of which, while becoming an individual more 
powerful than his fellows, he renaing, notwithstanding, the dependent 
seérvattt of the arociated community. 

“Here tan devetopment of the political faculty, which, while it 
differs essentially from the English, still resents permanent and 
selfMtstrittine characteristics, — The Anglo-Saxon race has poli- 
tical enérdy enongly not only to establish sonnd popular institu- 
tions in‘new lands, hut to rule other races, The Chinese have 
not the power to rule others, but they have eminently the power 
of combination, and of livine together on understood principles 
of a moral and social kind, so successfully as to become wealthy, 

strong, and infirential. 


‘ ‘The s Sandy ich. Teands, says M de Moatjau, ruined Fapidly, by, algo- 
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hol and European wnalvlies, and by the certain extinction of the Kana 
race, are destined to be very soon repeopled by the Chinese. 

For the prosperity of that part of Cochin-China which is now 
French the extended cultivation of the sugar-cane is essential. 
All that is wanted for this is a class of labourers possessed of 
arms, intellizence, and will, The one desideratum, says our 
author, is a snilicient supply of peasants froin the South of China 
who, aecustomed at home to this branch of cultivation, will tend 
to make the colony populous and rich. All the English, Ame- 
ricans, and French superintendents and employers of labour de- 
clare that the Chinese are industrious, iutellizent, careful, docile, 
and economical. Such is the character they bear in New Cale- 
donia, and in New Guinea as agriculturists, Planters in South 
Carolina say they work better than the negroes, have more robust 
health, and are more sober. ‘They say, too, that they have the 
spirit. of justice, provided that others also maintain the principles 
of justice in treating them. This brochvre is adapted to be 
very useful, as containing a large collection of facts respecting 
Chinese cinigration. There is one point in which we venture to 
think the author mistaken It is upon the special adaptedness 
of the Chinese to amaleamate with the French more readily than 
with Germans, Enelish, or Americans. If this were true, how 
is it that they prefer the Enelish to the French, as we believe to 
be the case? Why does he say, “Our language is the only 
European Janguage which is comprehended aud spoken at 
Peking £7) We have good ground for believing that there are 
many more Chinese speakers of Enelish in Peking than there 
are speakers of French. ‘The frankness of French manner is an 
excellent quality, and the Chinese will not fail to appreciate it ; 
but as to preference, they will be best pleased with those who 
are sincere aud who treat them kindly and justly. If the Latin 
race is more genuinely sincere and hospitably inclined than the 
Teutonies the Chinese will preter it. The Spaniards and Portu- 
euese have not treed them well of late, nor have the French 
won avood name by their behaviour towards the South Sea 
Islanders. We shall be glad to learn that at Saison the expected 
immigration of Chinese sugar cultivators is wisely conducted by 
the representatives of France in’ that colony, and that the 
labourers have no reason to complain of their employers on the 
score of firmness and kindness.

Burton, appears, entitled, “ Two Trips to the Gold Coast,” and 
accompanying it ave two excellent maps, one of the route from 
Cape Coast Castle to Kumassi (as it is spelt), and the other of 
the Lower Volta River. 

An important work on the Maritime Provinces of China is in 
preparation. By direction of Mr. Hart, the Inspector-General 
of Chinese Customs, each Comunissioner of Customs at the 
Treaty Ports is now engaged in compiling, from native and other 
sources, a complete statistical and topographical history of the 
province in which his port is situated. he entire work will be 
edited by Mr. Hart, and will probably be published at Shanghai 
during the course of the present year. 





Monetary and Commercial, 


Subject to the audit of the accounts, the directors of the 
Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company (Limited) 
announce a dividend of 20 per cent. (£2 Ss. per share), in addi- 
tion to the ad interim dividend of 5 per cent. already paid— 
carrying forward a balance of abont £19,000, 

The liquidators of Overend, Gurney, and Co, have issued a 
statement to December last. During the year they have realised 
from the assets £100,124 19s. 7d., and have made two further 
returns of 103s. per share. The payments made to the share- 
holders during the past year have, with the previous returns, 
made up £2 10s, per share, or 25 per cent. more than the amount 
offered for the shares offered in February, 1572. There is now 
in hand £14, 690 4s, 6d., and the liquidators hope to be able to 
make a sixth distribution of 103. per share at a very early date. 

The Comptoir d'Escompte de Paris have declared a dividend 
for the past half-year of 35 francs per share, of which 20 francs 
were paid on the Ist August last. 

The Glasgow Chamber of Commerce have resolved to memo- 
rialise Government to the etfect that early consideration be given 
to the subject of the duties now levied on yarns and manu- 
factured goods on import to India, with a view to those duties 
being abolished. 

The suspension is reported of Mr. Washington Irving, Man- 
chester, commission merchant, carrying on business under the 
style or firm of Washington Irving and Co., and a petition of 
liquidation has been filed. 

A further decline in the price of Bar Silver has taken place, 
the large amounts recently despatched to India have for the 
moment supplied all existing orders, and the rate has cradually 
receded to 553d. per oz. standard, at which quotation the market 
may, for the present, be considered quiet. A. few small parcels 
of Mexican dollars lately to hand have been sold at 57d. per oz., 
showing a decline of 4d. per oz They have been taken only 
for the China Market. 


THE BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of January have 
been issued, and show that business has continued uninter- 
ruptedly dull, as noticed on several previous occasions. The de- 
clared value of British and Irish produce exported was 
£19,472,367, against £20,298,547 in 1873, and £18,579,980_ in 
1872, showing as regards last month a diminution of 4 per cent. 
compared with January, 1873, but an increase of 3 per cent. on 
the corresponding month of 1872. There is a decrease in most 
of the leading items, coal and cotton manufactures being, how- 
ever, favourable exceptions. In textile fabrics cotton manufac- 
tures exhibit an augmentation of 7} per cent. ; linen manufac- 
tures, a decline of 2 per cent. ; silk manufactures, a rise of 28 

r cent. ; and woollen manufactures, a fall of 214 per cent. In 
iron and steel there is a diminution of 324 per cent. in quantity, 
but of only,18} per cent. in value. As regards the importations 
of the month, the total declared value was £31,274,404, against 
£27,397,673 in 1873, an augmentation of 124 per cent. The 
excess has been mainly in cotton and wool, the receipts of the 
former from the United States showing a considerable increase.

In public 
sales, including Thursday's auctions, 9,436 packages have been offered, 
of which 8,715 packages have been sold without reserve. Congous went 
at full prices, and Moyune Greens 1d. to 2d. per Ib. higher. The de- 
liveries for the week amount to 2,754,939 Ibs. against 3,383,209 Ibs. 
last year. 

Congous.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have been steady at previous 
rates. Broken-leaf kinds remain firm. Common to good common show 
no alteration. In fair to good Kaisows the few sales have been at pre- 
vious prices. In fine to finest but little has beendone. Pak Lin kinds 
have been enquired for. Black-leaf kinds: Low to common kinds re- 
main firm at the late advance. Good common has been saleable at 
former prices ; fair to good medium show no change, the demand being 
steady, but not active ; good to fine have not been so much enquired 
for ; finest remain as before. New-make Canton kinds : The few sales 
made have been without change in prices. Oolongs have been firmly 
maintained. Souchongs have been dull of sale. In flowery Pekoes and 
Uncoloured Japans there has been no change, and but little doing. 
Scented Teas.—Canton Capers have been in better demand, and prices, 
although rather irregular, have somewhat improved, the good to fine 
kinds being most saleable. Foo Chow kinds continue firm. Orange 
Pekoes: Canton kinds remain much as before. Foochow kinds have been 
slow of sale at previous prices. Green Teas.—The improved tone of the 
market continues, and Moyune kinds have sold’at a‘ further slight ad- 
vance. Ping Sueys at about last week’s prices. 


SILK. 

The market is still very quiet, and only a limited business has 
been doing this week. Prices are unchanged. Deliveries are not so 
good, there being a falling off during the last ten days; but this may 
be in some measure owing to the elections, which have to a certain ex- 
tent checked business in the Silk districts. The clearances from lst to 
11th inst. have been :—China, 917 bales ; Canton, 158 ; Japan, 274; 
Bengal, 147 ; total, 1,496 bales. 

Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co.'s Circular, dated Lyons, 6th inst., says: 
—We confirm our Circular of the 17th Jan. Business in general had 
been very quiet during the first days of the month. Soon after foreign 
buyers, tempted by present moderate prices, began to effect important 
purchases in Black Silk Piece-goods. Simultaneously manufacturers 
bare of Silk bought more freely, and the market became decidedly 
more active. It was then expected that prices would show more firm- 
ness ; on the contrary, the improved demand revealed the existence of 
heavier stocks of Silk than expected. Holders, so often deceived, were 
particularly eager to sell when the news of the General Election in 
England began to check business, and in spite of former large trans- 
actions prices lost gradually f.3 to f.6 on European Silk and f.2 to f.3 
on Asiatic sorts. It is worth remarking that Asiatic throwns have 
attracted particular attention ; but as prices leave no margin yet, many 
throwsters are compelled to reduce their production, and purchases of 
raws have been comparatively very limited of late.

Casuattres aT Sza.—A return has just been issued by the Board of 
Trade, showing the number of official inquiries into wrecks, casualties, 
and collisions at sea, instituted between the Ist of January, 1856, and 
the last of December, 1872. The following were the inquiries into 
casualties to ships belonging to the Chinese porta :—1861: The Prima 
Donna, 179 tons, Singapore, stranded and lost through the negligence 
of the master. 1863 : The Jemima, 152, Colombo, rightly abandoned. 
1865: The Fohkien, 866, Hong Kong, stranded, in consequence of the 
master mistaking the position of the ship, and not slackening speed 
when the fog came on. 1866: The Erin, Singapore, stranded, and the 
master and mate were committed for trial for wilfully making away with 
the vessel. 1867: The Douglas, 291, Penang, stranded through the gross 
neglect of the captain. The Genkai, 606, Hong Kong, rightly abandoned ; 
fifty Chinese, who boarded the vessel after the crew had left her, lost 
their lives. 1869: The Reiver, 778, Hong Kong, stranded and lost, 
through the imprudence of the master in not taking bearings and going 
full speed through a dangerous place. 1870: The Ada, 398, Hong 
Kong, stranded, through no blame on the part of the master ; three 
of the crew lost their lives. The Lan Tong, 438, Hong Kong, 
stranded, and the Court found that the master was justified in running 
his vessel (which was unseaworthy) ashore to save life. 1872: The 
Anne, 304, Hong Kong, parted cables and stranded. The total number 
of inquiries during the seventeen years was 1,163, the casualties to pas- 
erm numbering 239, and those to other than passenger 
ships 924,
